On reserve orders booked in advance of the 
shipping season, 25 percent down payment will be re- 
quired, with the balance due when the shipping season 
opens. Orders are accepted only upon condition that they 
shall be void should injury befall the stock before ship- 
ment from any causes not under our control. Stock re- 
tained at our nurseries long enough to grow to a larger 
grade will be billed accordingly at shipping time. 


How to Send Money. An Express Money Order, Postal 
Money Order, or Bank Draft is the best form of remittance. 
You can send your personal check if you desire. It Is not 
safe to send silver or bills except in a registered letter. 


Shipments. Please state when ordering how you wish 
shipment made—by Parcel Post, Express, or Freight.

Shipping and Planting Season. From the middle of 
November to March for bare-rooted plants. Pot-grown 
and Balled and Burlapped plants at any time. 


We guarantee our stock to be in first-class 
condition for growing when it leaves our hands. Every 
effort is used to have all our stock true to name. Never- 
theless, it is understood that should any stock prove un- 
satisfactory or untrue to name, we shall be liable only for 
the sum originally paid for the stock and shall in no case 
be liable for any greater amount. The order should be 
examined carefully upon its receipt and if not entirely 
satisfactory a report given us immediately. We do 
not guarantee any nursery stock to live, except with the 
understanding that it will be replaced during the following 
planting season, at not less than 50 percent of the original 
purchase price, should any plants die within 90 days from 
transplanting from causes other than neglect.

Inexpensive and 
easy to grow, these remarkable. plants will add new 
beauty to your garden, which you may not have 
thought possible before. 


Hibiscus blooms almost continuously from early 
spring to fall, producing an unbelievable number of

flowers per plant. You may choose varieties with 
dainty flowers only 2 inches across or types with gi- 
gantic blossoms of 8 or 9 inches. Your preference 
may be for single, semi-double or double varieties in 
colors from the purest silvery white to the deepest 
maroon-red, yellows or shades of orange with all mter- 
mediate pastel tints and combinations of colors. 


Hibiscus blooms are excellent for cutting, some will 
last as long as twelve hours, and, believe it or not, they 
do not have to be kept in water to remain fresh. 


Being tropical in origin, Hibiscus are somewhat 
tender, but you can grow them in your southern gar- 
den if these rules are followed: 


Plant in well-drained soil only, in a sunny, pro- 
tected location. 


Do not fertilize during late summer or fall. 
Protect during cold weather. 


Hibiscus plants are such vigorous growers that even 
if mjured by cold, they are ready to produce their gor- 
geous tropical flowers again within a few weeks. If 
your climatic or soil conditions are such that they 
cannot be planted in the open ground, they may be 
grown In containers that can be moved to a protected 
location during cold weather. 


Our Hibiscus may be transplanted at any time. 
Just slip the container from around the roots and set 
out the plant in its permanent location. No cutting 
back is necessary and no time Is lost, so you may en- 
joy these tropical gems without delay.

Keep well watered 
until thoroughly established durmg hot, dry periods. 
For best results planting should be in sunny or at 
least partially sunny locations.
